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One meeting of the seseion was demoted to the great Tadzhik scientist 
Avicenna, Professor Bielawski spoke on the life and work of Avicenna. 
Zajaczkovski (fnu) outlined the writings of Avicenna. 

The Second All -Polish Congress of Hematologists was convened in Gdansk 
hy the Polish Hematological Society More than 500 persons attended, in- 
cluding Polish scientists and physicians, and guests from the Soviet Union. 
Reports on research on various problems of hematology were presented. 

Trybuna Ludu , No 155, 1952> notes that Soviet medical scientists attending 
the meeting presented reports illustrating methods of treating several blood 
diseases, which are used in medical practice in the Soviet Union. 

Czechos lovakia 

The Prague dally newspaper R ude P r avo , No 121, 1952,, and the Bratislava 
daily Phavda , No 110, 1952 , reported that a large group of scientific, tech- 
nical, and fine arts workers were awarded state prizes and received the 
honored title "Laureate of the State Prize for the Year 1952." 

Outstanding achievements in the fields of mathematics, physicochemical, 
technical, geological, medical, ar.d_soeial sciences vero noted by the awarding 
of state prizes for science. The /State/ Prize First C.’ass was awarded to the 
renowned mathematician Prof V Jarnik for his work on the analytical theory 
of numbers Z Trousil was awarded the prize for outstanding research in the 
field of pure metals, which is of paramount importance to the development of 
Czechoslovakian economy. The /stat e/ Prize First Class also was awarded to 
V. Jares for his book Metallography~ci Nooferrous Metals , which is an import- 
ant aid to builders^ and to I, Kratorhvil, for his five-volume work Topography 
of Czech Mlner alofi raphy , which is a very valuable contribution to Czecho- 
slovakian geological science. 

The awarding of the state prizes attest* to the rise of the role of 
science in building socialism in Czechoslovakia, and served as an outstanding 
irdicator of the rare and attention which i3 devoted to science m the country* 

B ulgar ia 

In a leading article entitled "Science in tne Service of Socialisti: 
Construction," the Sofia daily newspaper Fauot ni c hesko D elo , No 91 , 1952 , 
states that science plays a large : ole in the Bulgarian people's campaign 
for building socialism in Bulgaria. The article continued as fellows,: 

The Communist Party and the Bulgarian government have provided the 
conditions necessary for the development of science m Bulgaria A large 
number of scientific research institute:-, for accommodating various branches of 
industry and agriculture have been opened. Tne scientific research activity 
of domestic higher educational institution.' i?. expanding Th*» reorganized 
Bulgarian A< ademy of Sciences me 1 ud*- appro :< » mate 1 y_3 ^ institutes, embracing 
all branches of science. The conditions /~orw- idered/ necessary for scientific 
workers have been provided. As a result . :.gar lan ~sc isnt if i*: inst itutions 

already constitute a siubstar.t tal aid to practice. Several institutions, 
fol lowing the example of Soviet, scientific ir.t-t it ut ions , have established 
continuous o.l labor at ion with industrial enterprises, agricultural cooperatives, 
and :ra;.h n*»e -t ractor stations These in. lode the Central Scientific Research 
Institute of the Ministry oi’ Light Industry, which developed r.he production 
technology of important details of the textile industry; the State Polytechnic. 
Institute, vhv.n extended aid to the cul leer : ve os' a ooiler factory m the con- 
si’rjciiori of i\ new boiler, and many other a*, lent if a*, institutions 
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The article also mentioned that many scientific research institutions , 
including several institutes of the Bulgarian Academy of Sciences^ still have 
net established continuous liaison with enterprises, do not extend scientific 
aid to the enterprises, and conduct their vork in isolation from /the condi- 
tions met in/ practice. The newspaper article emphasizes that the party 
organizations of scientific research institutions must study and propagandize 
the beneficial results of the collaboration of science vith industry. 

In an article entitled, "Science m the Service of People’s Economy," 
published lr. the Sofia daily newspaper Narodna Mladezn , No 1159, 1952, 
Academician Kh Daskalov, Director of the "V. Kolarov" Agricultural Institute, 
writes that Bulgarian agrobiological science has attained significant achieve- 
ments, As a result of extensive utilization of Soviet experience by Bulgarian 
agriculture, and the close linkage between science and practice, harvests of 
dimensions never before attained in Bulgaria are being produced. 

Among the achievements attained by the institute directed by him, Daskalov 
mentions the institute's developing a new variety of tomato, which has been 
introduced extensively within 2 years. The Chair of Plant Cultivation of the 
institute conducted successful experiments or. summer planting of potatoes in 
several agricultural labor cooperatives. The Chair of General Farming had an 
active part m introducing the grass field crop rotation (t ravopol r noy ) system 
into the work of the TKZS (cooperative labor farm) of the village of Ruzhevo 
Konare . 


Daskalov emphasizes that scientific associates of the institute are in- 
creasing coordination of their scientific activity with the work of cooperative 
farms and, not limiting themselves to the experimental field of the institute, 
they are freely undertaking research on the lands of the TKZS . Several chairs 
of the institute are conducting interesting experiments within the TKZS in the 
vicinity 01 Plovdiv. Jr. addition to scientists, students who are members of 
scientific clubs, and peasants also are participating in these experiments.. 

The institute organized courses for the teaching of advanced agrotechnical 
methods, and conducted two special conferences m Purvomay and Plovdiv. 

In conclusion, Daskalov states that. Bulgarian scientific workers, follow- 
ing in the path of Soviet scientists, are actively studying and applying the 
Michurin teaching.
